PARISH COUNCIL 


The ANNUAL FARISH MEETING was held on 24 May 1978. Mr. Welford reported 
that none of the clearing banks could be persuaded to open a branch in 
Deddington, as they did not consider it a viable proposition. 


Chris Isaac, from Hempton, said he was interested in keeping track of 
several long-standing issues, like the traffic hazard at The Gap, where 
another accident occurred recently. The Oxfordshire County Council 
representative promised some months ago to look again at the surface water 
drainage at the spot, but nothing has happened... The Clerk is to press for 
a reply from the Council. 


Windmill School: Mr. Isaac asked whether a village referendum is to be 

held over the future of the site. There is some uncertainty over the 

County Council's plans for the school accommodation. A letter from the 
“ducation Department to the Parish Council suggests they will have no further 
use for the buildings after the end of July 1978. The Adult Education 
organiser for the Deddington area, however, says no decision has yet been 
reached, and certainly our Adult Education Committee is going ahead with 
plans for 1978-9 classes. If the Education Department does abandon the 
site, Deddington Parish Council will have first refusal on leasing the site 
before it is put on the open market. 1977-8 maintenance costs for the whole 
Site totalled nearly £7,500, but Mr. Drake said we should not be too 
frightened off by the figures, as what Deddington would be interested in 
may well be the Hall only. When the Council has more definite information 
the possibility of a referendum will be considered, 


Treatment of Planning Applications: Mary Robinson suggested to the Council 
that all] planning avplications of a sensitive or contentious nature should 
be discussed at full, public council meetings, rather than be dealt with 
at mid-month sub-committee meetings. Mr, Drake said that the recent 
decision to report sub-committee decisions to the next full meeting covered 
this, but the suggestion is that there should be open discussion before 

the Parish Council's decision is passed on to the District Council, not 
afterwards, even if this means an application has to be held over a month. 
Mr. ttelford said he would bring this up again at a future meeting. 


At the ANNUAL PARISH COUNCIL meeting which followed, Mr, Welford was re=- 
elected Chairman and Mr. Garrett Vice-Chairman,

In an effort to prevent the bikes driving 
round the fields, the Police are‘ to be asked to keep.an eye on the Grounds, 
ani villagers are asked to take. the milehysisy der! registration 1 numbers for 
possible. x prosecution.

Harold Lewis Cryer, Member of the Victorian Order; Master of Arts; 

Captain Royal Navy; John to us all, for we loved him, and his distinguished 
eredits sat lightly upon his shoulders. He was born in 1910 at Dulwich and 
went to Dulwich College and afterwards into merchant banking. He joined the 
Royal Navy Reserve and received his full time commission in 1937. Asa 
supply Officer he was chiefly concerned with aircraft and aircraft stores and 
spares. From 1953 to 1957 he was secretary to Flag Officer Royal Yachts. 

He had qualified as a Barrister in his own time during the war and was called 
to the Bar in 1943, becoming Chief Naval Judge Advocate from 1960, Because 
of his aircraft knowledge he was selected to command the Naval Air Station 
at Abbotsinch in 1962, 


In 1964 he retired am came to Deddington and studied in Oxford for a law 
degree which he gained in two years. During retirement he was appointed the 
National Commissioner for Sea activities for the Boy Scout movement and later 
became the District Commissioner for the Woodstock Scouts. At Deddington he 
was @ much respected member of our Church Family, serving on the Parochial 
Church Council, and the Deanery Synod where he was co-chairman. As a member 
of the Diocesan Synod he often made valuable contributions and served on 
many sub-committees, Already at Harting he served on the Church Council, 
the Harting Festivities Committee, and thé Midhurst Deanery Synod. Although 
he had not left us very long, the evidence thatle was as much loved and 
respected in Harting as here can be found in the great number who came to 

_ ths services of memorial.
